I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1939. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  laid  down  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  Circulars  1961  and  2067  in  the  interests 
of  economy  the  report  has  been  abridged  and  in  the  case  of  all 
services  etc.  in  which  no  change  has  taken  place  during  the 
year  reference  only  is  made  to  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1938. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Birth  Rate  has  increased, 
18.45  per  1000  population  as  compared  with  17.20  for  the  year 
1938;  the  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1939 
was  15.00. 


The  Corrected  Death  Rate  for  the  year  1939  was  11.72 
as  compared  with  9.15  for  the  year  1938;  the  Death  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1939  was  12.1. 

In  general  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  continues 
to  be  satisfactory.

SUPPLY  CL  MILK  AND  FOOD  TO  NECESSITOUS  CASES. 

A  sum  of  £25-12-2  was  expended  during  the  year  on  the  supply 
of  milk  and  foods  on  medical  grounds  to  necessitous  cases. 

The  supplies  were  issued  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  an  assistance  form  was  completed  in  each  case  showing, 
income,  expenditure,  etc. 

All  mothers  attending  the  centre,  can  purchase  dried  milk, 
infants’  foods,  emulsion,  etc.,  at  cost  price. 

COMPLICATED  MATERNITY  CASES. 


During  the  year  9  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Mansfield  Hospital 
for  treatment  thero .  One  death  occurred.  In  all  cases,  all  or 
part  of  the  cost  is  recovered  from  the  patients  after  an  enquiry 
into  their  financial  circumstances.

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  twelfth  Annual 

Report . 

Tho  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department ,  tho  multifarious  activities  of  the  department 
have  increased  by  the  noccs'Sajiyf  duties  in  connection  with  Air 
Raid  Precautions  which  to  some  extent  slowed  up  certain  other 
duties  during  the  last  4  months  of  the  year,  but  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  essential  services  have  not  suffered  as  a 
consequence . 

Food  inspection,  milk  and  water  sampling,  inspection  of  farms, 
dairies,  cowsheds,  food  stores,  and  places  where  food  is  prepared 
for  sale,  have  necessitated  many  early  morning  and  evening  visits. 
Slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption  is  now  done  at 
Mansfield.  This  has  obviated  moat  inspection  at  slaughterhouses 
but  butchers  shops,  stalls,  etc.  arc  visited  regularly  for  purposes 
of  meat  inspection  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  tho  meat  sent 
into  the  district  has  been  of  a  fairly  high  standard. 

May  I  again  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  tho  Clork,  and  other  Officials  of  the 
Council,  my  thanks  for  thoir  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the 
year,  and  T  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  support  during  tho  year.

;T[BL JC  OLEINSING  SERVICE . 

In  presenting  n„,  Ninth  detailed  report  on  Public  Cleansing, 
it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  tho  continued  co-oporation 
of  tho  staff. 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  scavenged  weekly  with  the  exception 
of  o  farms  and  10  farm  cottages  in  Sookholmo .  Those  farms  and 
cottages  arc  very  scattered,  covering  an  area  of  991  ".cros,  and 
are  scavenged  every  14  days. 

The  staff  and  wages  paid  per  week,  are  as  follows: - 

1  Foreman  at  £3-15-0  per  week-. 

2  Drivers  at  £3-10-0  por  week. 

2  Fillers  at  £2-18-0  por  week 

1  Filler  at  £3-0-0  per  week.  (This  man 
acts  as  Disinfector  attendant) 

1  Tip  Attendant  at  £2-18-0  per  week. 

The  foreman  works  with  the  men  and  tho  drivers  assist  with 
carrying  out  and  filling. 

Any  position  can  bo  duplicated  at  a  moment’s  notice;  one  of 
tho  fillers  has  been  trained  as  tip  attendant  and  is  also  a 
qualified  motor  driver;  thus,  if  any  man  is  off,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  change  over  and  ongago  a  temporary  labouror.  I 
intend  in  tho  near  future  to  train  .another  man  in  disinfecting 
so  that  this  position  can  bo  duplicated. 

REFUGE  DISPOSAL. 

Tho  whole  of  ti  ..  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  Gravel  Lane  Tip. 

The  sito  comprises  5a.  lr.  30p.  of  tho  excavated  portion  of 
a  sand  quarry.  The  Authority  desired  to  purchase  tho  sito  but 
thoir  representations  having  been  unsuccessful,  arrangements  were 
made  for  tho  present  area  (extendod  from  3^  acres  in  Octobor, 

1938) ,  to  be  leased  to  tho  Council  until  25th  Docombor,  1945,  at 
the  nominal  rental  of  £1  per  annum.

There  are  28  Cowsheds  and  33  Dairies  in  the  District.  These 
are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  to  ensure,  as  far  as  possible, 
compliance  with  the  "ilk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926.  These 
inspections  nece-a.^mte  many  early  visits  between  the  hours  of 
6.30  and  8.30  a.m.,  while  the  milking  is  in  progress.  Infringe¬ 
ments  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  have  been  dealt  with 
informally  and  statutory  action  has  not  been  found  necessary. 

MEAT  A YD  OTHER  FOODS. 

There  are  five  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  two 
being  registered  and  three  licensed.  All  animals  slaughtered 
therein  are  inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughtering  or  shortly 
after.  No  carcase  is  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  until  it 
has  been  Inspected.  During  the  year,  534  visits  have  been  made 
to  inspect  meat  and  to  enforce  the  Byelaws  relating  to  such 
premises.  This  has  necessitated  many  hours  of  night  and  Sunday 
work,  especially  during  the  summer  months  when  Sunday  and  Night 
killing  regularly  take  place;  this  means  that  the  inspections 
have  to  be  made  between  the  hours  of  5-0  p.m.  and  9-0  p.r:.,  or 
before  7-0  a.m.  the  following  morning. 

Shops,  Stores,  Bakehouses,  and  places  where  foods,  including 
ice  cream,  are  stored  or  manufactured,  have  been  visited  on 
numerous  occasions  (see  under  heading  of  inspections  made).
